Some 
Days afterwards, the ſame News ſpread 
fill more, without any Poſſibility of its 
deing verified, becauſe the Enemies had 
loſely ſhut up all the Paſſes, ſo that this 


Report was as doubtful as the former. 


Hut at laſt they were fully informed by a 
third Account, that the Nations known 
by the Names of Chancas, Uramarcas, Vill. 
cas, Ultuſullas, Hauco-Huallus, and others, 
were revolted, and had put to Death the 
Governors whom the King had eſtabliſhed 
over them, and that they were marching 
to beſiege the City of Cuſco with an Army 
of above forty thouſand Men.

To accompliſh 
this, he propoſed to retire to Collafupu, 
where at leaſt he might preſerve his Life, 
for he depended on the Fidelity of the 


Inhabitants of that Province. With this 


Intention he departed from the Capital 
of his Empire, only attended by a few

The Prince arrived at the Capital in the 
Space of one Moon“ after he laſt had left 
it.

But though 
the King continued to wear that honour- 
able Badge of Empire; yet the Reins of 
Government were entirely in the Prince's

But whether it be, that 
the greateſt Men are liable to the greateſt 
Diſaſters, 'or that Ambition made Uruya 
diſſatisfied with his Situation; he took 
it into his Head to ſurpaſs all his Frater- 
nity.

Your Demand is juſt, replied the Prince

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the Country, armed with ſharp Knives of t 
Flint, prepared to difſe& alive, the un- Cc 
fortunate Prince; when two Meſſengers, 1 
all bathed in Sweat, ruſhed in, and de- Þ@ 
manded Audience of the King; they F 
acquainted him, that the Inhabitants of fe 


Titicaca, with thoſe. of Chuguiaqua, were 
aſſembled to the Number of thirty thou- 
ſand Men, and had already penetrated into 
the Territories of Mulobamba, putting all 
to the Sword in their Marc. 
The Tyrant was confounded at theſe 
_-Tydings, and applied to the Elders for 
_ Counſel in his Exigency. My Lord, ſaid 
they, this is no Time for Hefitation : You 
muſt aſſemble, without loſing a Moment, 
all the Forces you can raiſe, and march 
immediately to the Enemy: But this is 
not all, continued they, for, as Succeſs in 
War is always uncertain, it is abſolutely 
neceſſary to let the Prince of Tiicaca live:

ſelf before his Subjects, who received him 
with unſpeakable Joy; after which he 
diſcovered himſelf to his Allies, and the 
whole Army cried out in Concert; 0 
Son of the Lion] avenge our laſt Defeat; 


animate us with thy Preſence, and mate 2 


triumph over our "Foes ! 
The two Armies had ficed: each other 


a conſiderable Time without ſhewing any 


Diſpoſition to engage. The King of Mu- 
lobamba imagined, that as the Confede- 
rates beheld his Forces ſuperior to their 
own, they would not prefume to attack 
him. He ſent a Defiance to his Enemies, 
and accompanied it with inſulting Lan- 
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exaſperated at this contemptuous Treat- 
ment, would have put the Deputies to 

Death, had not their Prince thought it im- 
proper to indulge them in their Intentions.

dear that Interview coſt you both. is 
now my Turn, To-Day ;. I had taken a 
ſolemn Oath to crown thee with Bleſfings 
and Delight, if thou didſt not introduce 
the Princeſs into the Ifle of Titicaca, till 


the Period of her Age I have mentioned; 


but thou haſt conducted her hither before 
the Expiration: of that Term, for which 
I am indiſpenſably obliged to oppoſe thy 
Happineſs, and thou muſt never hope to 
enjoy her again, till thou haſt ſaught her 
in the Deſart Hand, and accompliſhed 
what the Oracle ſhall enjoin thee. 

When the Giant had pronounced theſe 
Words, he intirely diſappeared, and left 
the Prince overwhelmed with a mortal 
Sorrow. He was even ready to plunge the 
Lance in his own Boſom, but was pre- 
vented by a ſeaſonable Reflection that oc- 
curred to- him the ſame Moment.

The Prince was delighted at the No- 
velty of theſe Expedients: Potent Laica,

Rocks of the Deſart [land ; and, indeed, 


the Prince, a few Moments after, ſaw the 
Tree from whence the Oracles were utter- 
ed ; he likewiſe diſcovered-the Rocks that

capable of Fear; propoſe thy Queſtions, 
for I ftand prepared to hear them; upon

the Word Pachacama: was formed: And which fignifics 
that Being wh is the Soul of the Univerſe, or Him why 
is to the Univerſ what the +eul is to the Body. They 
had likewiſe a greater Veneration for Pachacamac than 
they exprefled tor the Sun, for they durſt not utter the 
Name ot the former without all the Marks of Reverence 
and Submiſſion, whereas they pronounced the latter every 
Moment. They never erected any Temples to Pachaca- 
znac, nor offered Sacrifces to him; and as they had 
never bcheld him, they ccntented themſelves with ador- 
ing him from the Bottom of their Hearts: They regaid- 
cd him as an. unkno,vn Cod, The Magicians, before 
the Arrival of the Tucas, had very near the ſame Per-

The Giant was prcfitly. ſatisfied with 
and at the ſame 
Time applauded the Solidity of his Judg- 
ment, and the Intrepidity he had diſcover- 
ed, After which, he ſaid, Thou art now 
permitted to ſet thy Foot on this Land, 
and the Entrance into the Deſart Wand, 
is open to thee, without the leaſt Ob- 
15 ftruction-. 
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ſtrution. Go to the Oracle for Ty- 
dings: of Clondi Riti; he will acquaint 
thee with the Place of her Reſidence ; but 
then, remember to accompliſh all that 
ſhall be enjoined thee, otherwiſe thou wilt 
find thy ſelf expoſed to new Misfortunes, 
much more afflictive than the former. 
The Prince, at theſe Words left the 
Veſſel, and landed on the Iſland. This 
Inand was of a circular Form, and might 
contain eight Hundred Paces in Circum- 
ference. © In the Center of it, Pachacamac 
had planted a Tree, unknown to all the 
reſt of the World, and the only one of 
the Species. The Branches of this Tree 
perpetually bloomed with Leaves, and ex- 
tended themſelves over all the Iſland.

This unexpected Event inſpired the Prince 
of Titicaca with a reverend Horror; he 
{ ſhrunk up his Shoulders, and firſt bowed _ 
his Head, and then his whole Body; he 
| raiſed his Eyes to Heaven, and then im- 
mediately directed them to the Earth 
after which he laid the Palms of his Hands: 
on his Right Shoulder, he kiſſed the Air 
around him, and proftrated his Face to.the 
Ground; * and whilſt he continued in this Po- 
ſture, he heard the Oracle utter theſe Words. 
 Himan! Thou art now permitted to 
behold thy Wife, and art at Liberty to 
| carry her back to thine own Country. A 
happy Return to the Iſle of Tificaca, is al- 
lotted to ye both, provided ye always keep 
the Scepters which preſerve ye in your pre- 
ſent State of Being: But, if at any Time, 
| | an 
All theſe were the ceremonial Marks of their Adoration- 
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an Inclination to reſume your late Forms, 


ſhould induce ye to abandon your Scepters 
before your Arrival in the Valley of Are 


quepa, ye will then be ſeparated from each 
her, and ſhall experience many Cala- 


mities before your Re- union. Riſe then, 


continued the: Oracle, and go feek thy 
Wife in this Cavern. 
Whilſt the Ofacle was pronouncing theſe 


Words, the Tree opened, and diſcovered the 


Entrance into a deep Cavern, but ſufficiently 
illuminated, to render it acceſſible with 
Eaſe. The Prince, who beheld it as ſoon as 
he roſe from the Ground, entered into it, 
and found an Out- let from the Cavern in- 
to a Garden, to which he directed his 
Steps, and after he had paſſed the ſeveral 
Alleys, he, at laſt found his dear Cu- 
mac Riti. She was walking in that ver: 
dant Scene, and held a Scepter of Sil- 
ver in her Hand. The Moment the 
Prince approached her, ſhe was the firſt 
who broke Silence: Generous Prince, ſaid 
ſhe, how could you poſſibly renounce 
your Eber. to come to this melancho- 
ly Solitude?

At theſe Tydings, Cumac Riti was 
tranſported with Joy, and attempted- to 
embrace her beloved Himan; twice ſhe 
threw her ſelf on his Neck, and twice 
was convinced ſhe embraced an airy Shade 
or Phantom. Did the barbarous Guardi- 
an of the Deſart land, ſaid ſhe, conſent. 
to your Arrival here, only to inflict the 
ſame Puniſhment on you, to which I am 
doomed ? No, replied the Prince, the Gi- 


ant has not deluded me ; nor was it he 


who effected the Change you behold in my 
Perſon. The Laica, to whom I have fo 
many Obligations, has transformed me in 


this Manner, that I might arrive at this 


Place with greater Security: Without her 
Aſſiſtance, I had ſtill continued in the Ifle 
of Titicaca, for ever deftitute of Hopes 
to poſſeſs you. After this ſhort Confe- 
rence, he acquainted her in what Manner 
the Laica had made him determine to un- 
dertake the Voyage to the De/art land, 


and the Accommodations ſhe had 


procured him. He then informed her 
how he entered into that and, and 
was particularly careful to relate to her 


the Orders he had received from the Ora- 


cle, and the Obligations they were both 
under, to keep their Scepters. till their 
Ar- 
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Arrival in the Valley of Arequepa. As 


to the reſt, continued he, let us reſign our 


ſelves to the Mercy of the Gods ; and 
ſince they permit us to return to Titicaca, 
let us not continue long in this Place. 


HOUR XIV. 


After this ſhort Converſation, the Prince 


and Princeſs, paſſed from the Garden in- 
to the Cavern, and from thence immedi- 
ately aſcended into the Deſart Hand. At 
their Arrival there, they renewed their 
Adorations, and proſtrated themſelves be- 
fore the Oracle, with grateful Acknow- 
ledgements for the Diſcoveries . he had 
vouchſafed them. When they roſe from 
the Ground, they faw the Tree was cloſ- 
ed up, rendering the Entrance into the 
Cavern no longer viſible.

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The H. tory of Prince Hovac. 


1 Muſt acquaint your Majeſty, ſaid 
1 Alcllabua, that towards the Sea- Coaſts, 
lies a Valley called Nanaſca, or the Vale 
of Deſolation, Before the Zaca Manco Ca- 


pac, was ſent down to the Earth by the 


Sun his Parent, a very powerful Prince, 
governed both this Valley and all the reſt 
that. lie between theſe Territories and 
Arequepa, and form an Extent of near eigh- 


7 ae But the * Period | of 
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Time in which he reigned, is not known, 
This Prince had a Son named Heueac, 


who was trained up in all the Exerci- 


ſes ſuitable to his Birth; and with theſe _ 
Accompliſhments, was graced by Na- 


ture with a very amiable Perſon, which 
in thoſe Times was ſufficient ro. make him 

paſs for a very accompliſhed Prince. His 
Father loved him. with the utmoſt Fond - 
neſs, but durſt not indulge himſelt with 
the Preſence of his Son, becauſe the Chil- 
dren of the greateſt Lords in his Domi- 
nions, had conceived a mortal Averſion to 
the Prince, and made frequent Attempts - 


on his Life. 


Prince was baniſhed therefore; 
to the Province of Camata, and this Pre- 


caution preſerved the Son, tho it proved 


fatal to the Father. The Inhabitants of 


Nanaſca, being diſſatisfied at their being 


deprived of the Heir to the Throne, fre- 
quently importuned the King to recal 
him, and the Enemies to the young Prince, 
tho' with very different Views, added 
their Sollicitations to the ſame Effect:
